Britain dispatched vessels and troops to the Sudan is the best 
assurance that a/more serious situation than that of mutiny 
of a battalion of Egyptian railway troops will be averted. 


Nationalist sentiment in Egypt, which is reflected in the in- 


cident at Atbara, is linked with agitation to incorporate the 
Sudan with' an independent-Egypt. The Egyptian premier 
recently, declared that the claim to the Sudan would never be 
renounced. This claim is founded upon the conquest of the 
Sudan by Egypt over a century ago! But to Britain the Sudan 
is vital in that it controls the flood-waters of the Nile. 


A glimpse at the history of the Sudan will convince eve^i 


the most skeptical that England should retain the territory'at 
any cost. Prior to 1898, when Kitchener reconquered the ter- 
ritory, it hati suffered from Egyptian misrule and cruel exploit- 
ation. It had become, in reality, a slave preserve whose popu- 
lation had been decimated from nine to two millions. Under 
British rule this condition largely was halted. A return to 
Egyptian domination would spell a return to the rule

The action "of the state assembly of Georgia in refusing to 


ratify the amendment to the federal Constitution outlawing 
child labor because -"we don't drink out'of the same bottle as 
,the Washington bunch" is little less than a blot on the escutch- 
eon of the state. 


In refusing to approve the constitutional amendment the 


• solons' of Georgia have offered as their excuse the fact that 


they are firm adherents to, the ideal of state's rights. This is 
not a matter for federal action, they contend. The states 
should themselves take care of it. This is a good argument 
perhaps, but it is weakened by the fact that the states do not 
take care of it and Georgia is foremost- among those states 
where the abuse of children is prevalent. 
. 


The lawmakers of Georgia have a right to adhere to the 


principle of state's rights. It is a legitimate conclusion fo 
which thousands of Americans give their allegiance. They 
should not, however, carry their belief in this principle to such 
a ridiculous extreme that it denies the children of their state 
the advantages of protective legislation.

:he most helpful thing among the na- 
tions because it is a step toward com- 
munity life. 
Another sign that the 


world is realizing this, was the con- 
ference to consider the limitation of 
armamen;, held-in Washington. There 
is a universal feeling in Europe as well 
as here, that no permanent Christian 
civilization can be built, on force; it 
must be built on justice, co-operation, 
brotherliness, charity, goodwill. Force 
has been tried and failed. 


"Europe was bristling with guns. It 


was a powder mine. Bayonets hid th-s 
churches, 
fortresses, . overshadowed

"Had I time I would also show how

"The three' meetings'of the churches, 


nearly all communions and from every 
natlon of Europe and North America 
at Copenhagen this last summer were 
a striking instance of how this sense' 
Of unity i;- growing. There wera thrse 
conferences, one following the others. 


"Firsj came the meeting of 
200, 


i members of the World Alliance for In- i 
, ternational Friendship Through the I 
.Churches, where the most outstanding 


j leaders of the churches from Europe I 
and the United States met and much j 
making for goodwill was accomplished. ' 
Immediately after this came the con- 
feronce 'on European Protestantism,' 
then the conferonco on the Life and 
Work of the Churches. A significant 
thing was the presence of the dele- 
gates, from the great Eastern Orthodox 
church. 


"At these conferences the most out- 


standing men in the churches came 
from every land, allied, enemy and 
neutral, and sitting at the'same table, 
talked of their oneness, 
and 
what 


they could do, united together, to build 
the City of God In the world, promote 
goodwill, Increase human 
happinesg.
